Tt was only last Tuesday night in a 


ispeech at Danville that the Governor 


publicly stated he would gladly sub- 
mit to arrest on the indictments 
charging him with embezzling $500,- 
000 in State funds and conspiracy to 


defraud the State of $2,000,000 in 
any county in the State with the 
exception of Sangamon. 
Today, during a conversation with 
Sheriff Henry Meater. in which the 
Sheriff attempted to arrange the 
matter of the Governor's arrest in 
an amicable manner, Gov. Small 
read him an opinion drafted by his 
counsel which implies the Gov- 
ernor will not submit to the courts 
anywhere in the State as long as he 
is Governor. Gov. Small did not 
intimate in his remarks what steps 
he intends to ke to resist arrest 
further than td threaten to sue 
Sheriff Mester and his bondsmen if 
the Sheriff complies with the court's 
orders. 


OPINION PUBLISHED. 

The opinion read by the Gov- 

ernor to the Sheriff was afterward 
given to the newspaper men by the 
Governor's press agent. Aside from 
repeating the contention laid before 
the court by Gov. Small’s counsel 
that the Governor is bound by his 
oath of office to stand on hig con- 
stitutional rights and defy arrest— 
a contention that was disputed by 
Judge Smith—the Governor's state- 
ment confirms the fact that he has 
severed all legal connections with 
hia Thompson-Landin Chicago ad- 
visers, including Attorney Albert 
Fink, who advised surrender.

DOES A “SENSITIVE PLANT” 
DROOP WHEN TOUCHED? 


While the great majority of plants 
have no reaction to outside influ- 
ences of a passing or temporary na- 
ture, there are a few varieties which 
close up or droop when suddenly 
touched. Of these, the “fily-trap"— 
which snaps its broad mouth-like 
leaves together when a fiy alights 
between them—and the plants we’ 
call “sensitive plants” are excellent 
examples.

ING UP_PEACHES. 


Cola pack peaches, Blanch the 
peaches by lowering them into bolil- 
ing water, by means of a cheesecloth 


bag. from 1 to 2 minutes, then dip 
them rapidly into cold water for a 
second or two; this will loosen their 
skins so that they may be removed 
easily. Now halve the peaches, re- 
move the pits, and put them into hot, 
sterilized jars with boiling-hot, me- 
dium-thick syrup made by boiling 2 
quarts of water and 3 quarts of 
sugar together for 10 minutes. Par- 
tially seal the jars and place them 
on a rack in your wash boiler; let- 
ting the water boil up around them 
for 16 minutes. Then completely seal, 
invert to test for leaks, and store. 

Sweet pickled peaches: Boil to- 
gether for 20 minutes 2 pounds of 
brown sugar, 1 pint of vinegar and 
1 ounce of stick cinnamon. Remove 
skins from ‘% peck of peaches by 
blanching them as described above, 
then stick each skinned peach with 
4 cloves; drop these into the pre- 
pared syrup and let boil until the 
fruit is soft. Pack rather closely in 
hot, sterilized glass jars, pour the hot 
syrup into within \ inch of jar-top, 
place on sterilized glass caps, and 
seal tightly at once. Label and store. 

Peach pineapple jam: I advise the 
housewife who has never combined 
the peach with other fruit, to try 
this recipe. Buy 1 pineapple and 
use half of it for salad, or as desert 
(sliced with a custard sauce.) Use 
the other half for preserving in the 
following way: Scald 7 pounds of 
peaches in boiling water to remove 
skins, as deecribed above, then halve, 
remove pits, and cut into thin slices. 
Pare and remove the eyes from % 
pineapple, then grate it into a bowl 
add this grated pineapple, with its 
juice, to the sliced peaches and 
place this «nixed fruit in the preserv- 
ing kettle alternately with 5% 

unds of granulated sugar. Let 
he fruit and sugar stand in this way 
in a cool place for 2 hours, to draw 
out the juices, then place the kettle 
over the fire and simmer for 45 min- 


Now turn the jam into hot, sterilized 
pint-size jars, adjust sterilized glass 
caps and rubbers (the rubbers 
should be dipped into very hot wa- 
ter to cleanse them) and put the 
top wire up over the cap, but do not 
press down the side wire ‘this is 
called “partially sealing;"’) place the 
jars on a rack in your wash boiler 
and let boiling water simmer up 
around them for 10 minutes. Press 
down the side wire (that is, “com- 
pletely seal’) and store. 

Peach jelly: Peaches contain very 
little of that element, “pectin,” 
which makes jellies jell. For this 
reason it is necessary to add to the 
peace juice a little home-made pec- 
tin made in the following way: 

Home-made pectin: Buy  thick- 
skinned oranges and pare off the 
yellow outside. The pectin is con- 
thined in the white under-part of 
this yellow skin, so get every bit of 
this white under-skin and weigh it; 
to % pound of it add 3 quarts of 
cold water and let this mixture stand 
overnight. Next moruing boil it 
slowly 2 hours and drain it through 
double cheesecloth. 

Now, to make your peach jelly, 
wash peaches which are not entirely 
ripe and cut them into quarters, not 
removing skins and pits; put the 
fruit into your preserving kettle with 
water to barely cover, and boil until 
soft; then strain off the juice through
